Conditions on which Perſons offering to ſerve in a Military Capacity in Towns will be accepted. 


1.— HAT none but known and reſpectable Houſekeepers, or Perſons who can bring at leaſt two ſuch 


Houſekeepers to anſwer for their good Behaviour, will in future be accepted for any Corps to be 
formed in any Town in the County. | | 


II. Tnar Cavalry Aſſociations are to conſiſt of not leſs than 40 nor more that 80 Men in each Troop, 


to be commanded by a Captain, with a Lieutenant, Cornet, and a proper Number of Non-Commiſhoned 
Officers, in Proportion to its Strength. 


III.—Tnar Infantry Aſſociations are to conſiſt of not leſs than 60 nor morc thai 120 Men in cach Com- 


pany; to be commanded by a Captain, with a Lieutenant, an Enſign, and a proper Number of Non- 


commiſſioned Officers, in Proportion to its Strength. 5 


IV. Fon a Conſideration of the great Inconvenience and Loſs to which Perſons in Towns (engaged 
as they are in extenſive Concerns of Buſineſs) might be expoſed, if they were liable to be called away from the 
neceſſary Superintendance of their reſpective Avocations, ſuch Corps, either of Cavalry or Infantry, formed 
of Perſons of the above Deſcription, will, if recommended by the Lord Lieutenant, be accepted by His 
Majeſty, although the Offer of their Services ſhould be limited to the Town in which they are raiſed, and

in the Country, whoſe habitual Occupation and Place of Reſidence are not within-the Diviſion of the County 
to which the Aſſociation ſhall extend. — 


H.—Trar thoſe who may prefer Service on Horſeback, ſhall (if the Troops of Yeomanry cannot 
accept of them) be formed into Troops of not leſs than 40 nor more than 80 Men each; to be commanded 
by a Captain, having a Reſidence and an Income in Land to the Amount of gol. a Year within the County, 
or who ſhall rent Land within the ſame to the Amount of 100]. a Year, or being the Son of a Perſon fo 
qualified, or a Perſon having held ſome Military Commiſſion which might render him eligible for ſuch a 
Situation, although he might not hold Land, either in Poſſeſſion or Occupancy, to the Amount above- 


mentioned, and with a Lieutenant, a Cornet, and a proper Number of Non-Commiſſioned Officers, in

been engaged in a Military Line, which does not entitle him to Half-Pay, he will, if approved, receive an 

- Allowance equivalent to the Half-Pay of whatever Commiſſion he may hold in the Troop or Company, 
ſo long as he ſhall continue to hold ſuch Commiſſion; and if none ſhould be recommended, Government 
will endeavour to provide ſuch as far as poſſible, together with One Non-Commiſſioned Officer for each 
Troop or Company, who will receive conſtant Pay from Government. | | 


VIH.—T#ar any Troop or Company, ſo to be raiſed, ſhall engage to be trained at leaſt once a

Trar the Pioneers ſhould, if poſſible, come provided with Tools of the following Deſcription, viz.— 
6 Pickaxes, 6 Spades, 6 Shovels, 3 Bill Hooks, and 4 Felling Axes, to every 25 Men. 


THAT an Overſeer be appointed by the Leader of every Company, for every 25 Men under his Com- 
mand, removable at his Pleaſure, and ſuch Perſons ſelected from the moſt intelligent, and thoſe who have 
been in the Habit of ſuperintending Works. | 


Tnar ſuch Perſons who have not any of the above Tools will bring any other they may have by them, 
and ſuch will be inſerted oppoſite their Names.— A Proportion of Wheelbarrows will be very ſerviceable.
